COLONEL COCKERILL'S CAREER. .

Hin father waea man of substance In 
his locallty and hed {intended giving bis son a 
collegiate education, but the war breakingont he 
entered the army, in which be eveotually became 
a BrigadierGeneral. Joba emulated his father’s 
eximple, bat as he was too young to be a soldier 
enlisted as a drammer boy.

Lrasittry or Sup OwygRs.—An important 
decision affectiag ocean commerce was rendercd 
recently by the United States Suprema Court, 
(19 Sup. Ct. Ren. 516), The Act, of Congress,’ 
koown as the “Harter Act,” passed in 3893, 
contains a clause declaring that {f the owner of 
a vessel transporting merchandise or property 
to or from any: port {n the United States shall 
exercise due diligenca to mako the vessel fn all 
respects, seaworthy and properly 
equipped, and supplied, nelther the vessel, her 
Owner's ‘agents, nor charterers, shall be held 
rerponstble for damage or loss resulting from 
fagtts or errors in navigation or the management 
otthe vessel, The Delaware tojared aud savk 
a tug {nthe Gedney Channel, ncar New York, 
Her owners endeavoured to escape respon- 
albliity for the loss under the provistens of this 
‘Act. The Sopreme Court has decided that the 
Act does not apply to actions between vessels and 
thelr owners, but was designed slmply to regulate 
the Hablilty of vessels toward the awners of cargo 
Ass, part of the blstory. of the legislation, the 
Suprema Court Ear a pert'of a petition 
addressed by the Glasgow Corn Trade Associa. | 
tion to the Marquls of Salisbury, which was 
embodied {n the repart of one of tha committees 
to the Honsd of Representatives.
